DENSITY OF POPULATION 


In the census of 1961, thedensity of population in the dis¬ 
trict was 278 persons per sq. km. which was higher than the State 
average of 250 persons per sq. km. The most densely populated 
tahsil was Sitapur, the density being 344 persons per sq. km- 
Next was Sidhauli having a density of 270 persons per sq. km., 
in Misrikh the density was 254 persons per so. km. 
and in Biswan it was 253 persons per sq. km. The rural density 
was 259 persons per sq. km-, as against urban 2.251 persons per 
sq. km. The highest rural density was 289 persons per sq. km. 
in tahsil Sitapur and the highest urban 5,944 persons per sq. km. 
in tahsil Misrikh. 

In the census of 1971 thedensity per sq. km. was 328 and 
that of the State was 300. The rural and urban densities were 
307 and 2,605 respectively.

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MEDICAL FACILITIES 

There were 49 allopathic institutions in 1979 comprising pri¬ 
mary health centres,- hospitals and dispensaries in the district, 
where outdoor and indoor treatment is provided. A total no. of 
1. 465 beds are available. 

The medical facilities have been extended extensively in the 
rural areas by the establishment of health centres. There are 
20 primary health centres in the district. The following State¬ 
ment gives the list of primary health centres in the district :

Administrative Set-up 

In July 1973,- the departments of medical and public health 
were again reorganised, abolishing the posts of the civil surgeon and 
* he district medical officer of health. Under the new set-up,- a 
chief medical officer has been appointed, who heads the entire medi¬ 
cal, public health and family planning set-up in the district- The 
three deputy chief medical officers supervise all district level 
hospitals, employees state insurance scheme, maternity and child 
welfare, family welfare and nutrition programmes, dispensaries, 
infectionus diseases hospitals, school health dispensaries and pri¬ 
mary health centres. The district has been divided into 3 regions 
for medical and public health purposes. Each region is adminis¬ 
tered by one deputy chief medical officer since 1977. He is assisted 
by a team of doctors, compoundors, nurses, etc., posted in different 
medical institutions. Only three hospitals in the district out of 49 
allopathic institutions are run by private bodies, However three 
institutions i.e. Eye Hospital, Sitapur, Eye Hospital, Khairabad 
and Neri Hospital accounted for 883 beds in 1979 (of the total no. 
of beds--1.465). 
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In the year 1977-78, the community health scheme was intro¬ 
duced in the rural areas of the district. A community health visi¬ 
tor has been appointed for each 1,000 of the population. The visi¬ 
tor is trained to render first aid and preliminary treatment. He 
carries a medical kit, containing medicines,- bandages,, etc. The 
visitor also reports about the incidence of epidemics,- if any r to the 
respective primary health centre. 


Sanitation and Public Health 

The chief medical officer exercises control and supervision 
over all health programmes, primafy health centres and rural dis¬ 
pensaries. Besides, he is also responsible for the collection of in¬ 
telligence about epidemics, checking of food and drug adulteration 
and also for providing necessary assistance during the floods and 
the outbreak of an epidemic. For his assistance there are three 
deputy chief medical officers and an assistant medical officer at the 
district headquarters and one to two medical officers in each pri¬ 
mary health centre. 


For public health and sanitation work every local body has 
its own team of sanitary inspectors and vaccinaters. Besides, each 
Gaon Sabha is responsible for village sanitation. The service of 
sanitary inspectors is also available to the Gaon Sabhas for techni¬ 
cal help and guidance. The pradhans (village headmen) report 
outbreaks of -mitfemicr to the - v nmary health centres for initiating 
preventive and curative measures. 


Family Planning And Child Welfare 


The chief Medical officer and . the three, deputy chief medical 
officers exercise complete supervision over the maternity and child 

vvelfprp femilv nlannine and nutrition programmes A fear.-, of 

medical officers, miawives ana dais (.unxramea midwivesj,- extension 
educators and health visitors are posted at each of the primary 
health centres. 


First attempts of family planning were made in the closing 
years of the fifties, with the sole objective to arrest the growth of 
population and ensure good health of mothers and children. 


The concept of a small family is being publicised through 
films, placards posters and nersonal contact. The family planning 
schemes are implemented through the family welfare centres atta¬ 
ched to each primary health centre. There are 20 family welfare 
centres in the district and each centre supervises the work of 3 fami¬ 
ly welfare sub-centres.

ERADICATION OF MALARIA 

The eradication of malaria was initiated in 1959, with the 
spraying of D. D. T. over all such regions where breeding of insects 
and mosquitoes was visualised. It is called 'attack phase’. The 
spraying of D. D. T., was followed by the 'maintenance phase’ and 
the 'surveillance phase’. The two phases involved the detection of 
malaria cases by collecting blood smears from all over the district 
and' spraying of D. D. T., in areas where malaria was in vogue. Per¬ 
sons suffering from malaria are given radical treatment. 


The chief medical officer assisted by two assistant malaria 
maintenance officers, health inspectors, and basic health workers, 
looks after the work. The basic health workers carry out domici¬ 
liary visits to all villages from the primary health centres where 
they are posted. They collect blood smears and provide radical 
treatment to patients.

Filaria 

A filaria survey team was posted at Sitapur in March,- 1979 
which comprised a filaria survey officer, a filaria inspector, two 
laboratory technicians, two field, workers and two o' hers. In a sur¬ 
vey conducted in 1979-80 it was found that out of 9,039 cases exa¬ 
mined, only 134 were found positive for micro-filaria, 106 for the 
disease and 2 for both (micro-filari .5 and filaria). All positive cases 
were treated. ‘ 


Eradication Of Smallpox 

The national smallpox eradication programme was launched 
in district Sitapur in the year 1964-65. The main objective was 
successful coverage of the entire population of the district l:y pre¬ 
liminary vaccinations and re-vaccinations. 

At present the chief medical officer is in charge of the scheme 
and is assisted by 3 deputy chief medical officers and a team of sani¬ 
tary inspectors and vaccinators. The local bodies have their own 
vaccinators

Vidhan Sabna (Legislative Assembly) 

The system of double-member constitijncies was abolished 
in the 1962 general elections. The newly formed constituencies 
were those of Misrikh,- Sitapur,- Laharpur ; Tambaur,- Biswan,- Mah- 
mudabad, Bari. Khairabad and Machrehta, Tambaur, Bari and 
Machrehta constituencies were reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
candidates.
